Becaufe it is more moift, as its Ha- 
rynefs doth demonftrate , and that the Brain, 
which is very moift being inclofed within the 
Head, difchargeth it {elf on ail fides, by Di- 
vers Patlaces ; Add to this, that’ tis the Na- 

ture of Humidity to defcend ; As it is there 
more evident and apparent, than in the lower 
parts of th e Body. 

Why tsit, that grafted Trees bear 
better Fruit than Savage ens: And thofe that are 
twice, ave better than ‘fuch who have been but once 

grafted : 
nf. Becauic, Nature perceiving x fome ce- 
‘doth endeavour to repair it by a better 
more Ample Nourifhmenr: So that the 
Tree being Incifed, or Cut for to be grafted, 
it fends as much Alliment as is necellary, and 
of the beft coche part Incifed,; By wh Lich it is 
fo much the more fortified and fitted to pro- 
duce better Fruits.

Anfw. Becaufe that he hath more Brains then 
other Creatures, according to the proportion 
of his Body, by means whereof more moi: 

ture doth proceed, infomuch, that the Veins 
are forced ( being filled with fo much Excre- 
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ments, which mingling with the Blood ) to 
difchar se thar which is moft fubtil by the No- 
ftrils, near to which the Veins are confined to 
the Brain. For as Ariftotle faith, that blood 
which is avoided by the Noftrilsy being Cor- 
rupted by the mixtrre of other "Excrements, 
renders it felf more fubtil then if it were in- 

tire. Andas it re more {ubtil and attenuated, 
it runs out therefore more calily, being thrutt 
by that which is moi & and thick, 
bine caufe then is, that the more fof and fup-

For if the Inpuliion, 
and weight of a Body prefled from behind, is 
mare feeble than the refiftance of a body 
which is before, the water. will nor mount fo 
high, as if the Impulfion and weight of the 
Be dy, prefling from behind did furmount, 
(and if we may fo fay) — that which refift- 
eth from before, This may be obferv’d by 
experience in the Pi eS a Fountains, in 
which they make the water to rife as high as 
they pleafe, by the Artifice of Weights. But
